as the Abbot of Ely, or me Monk by him appointed, ex- 
erciſed the Office from Cand/emas tour moneths yearly, and 
the other two of Glaftenbury and S*. Auguſtzzer made up the 
= 4... ; 

But there -vecutres notary fubſcreprion in Charters by that 
name, till the Confeſlor, in his Patent to the Church of Weſt- 
ninſter ; after the King, Biſhops, Abbots, and others, comes 
Ego Rembaldus Cancellarius ſubſcripſe. 

Yet in the ancienteſt Monument of a Crant by any Kin 
extant here, I doubt not but the Chancellor ſubſcribed, 
though under another name. 

The firſt Chriſtian King of the Saxons founded and endow- 
ed Canterbury Church, and in his Charter amongſt the Earls, 
occurrs Ego Augemandus Referendarins ſubſcripſe, where Refe- 
rendarius may well ſtand for Cancellarizs, the Office of both 
( as the words apptyed to the Court are uſed in the Code, 
Novells, and Story of the declining Empire ) fignifying an 
Othcer that received Petitions and Supplications to the King, 


| and made otft his Writs and Mandates, as a Cuftos Legs : And 


though there were divers Referendariz , as 14. then 8. then 
more again, and fo divers Chancellors in the Empire; Yet 
one eſpecially here, exerciſing an Office of the nature of theſe 
many, might well be ſtiled by either of the names. Theſe 
are teſtimonies of that time without exception, though Poly- 
dore begin the Name and Office at the Norman Conquelt.

Seal; If the common Opinion were cleer, that under the 
Saxon State no Seals were here uſed , then were it vain to 
think of it as of that time. But there is yet remaining an 
Old Saxon Charter of King Edgar, beginning , A Orthodsxo- 
rum wvigoris Ecclefra ici monitu creberrime inſtruimur, &c. to 
the Abbey of Perſore, wherein divers Lands are given, and 
there remains in the Parchment plain ſignes of three Labclls 
by the places cut for their being hanged on : and of the "anc

ſame Charter a teſtimony alſo as ancient, that the Seals were. 
one of King Edgar, the {ſecond of S'. Dunſtan, and the third 
of Alfer Ducis Mercioram. That teſtimony 15 1m a Letter 
from Godfrie Archdeacon of Worceſter to Pope Alexander Ill, 
writing of that Charter, and the Authority of it : Nowerit, 
ſaith he, SanGitas weſtra , werum eſſe, quod conſcripti hujus 
ſcriptum originale in virtute Sante Trinitatis fugilla tria, trinm 
perſonarum autenticarum , ad weritatem, triplici confirmatione 
rommendat ; Eft autem Sigillum primum illuftris Regis Edgari; 
ſecundum San Dunſtan Cantuarienfis Archiepiſcopt; tertinn: 
Alleri Ducis Merciorum 3 ficnt ex diligenti literarum impreſſa- 
| rm inſpetione evidenter accepi. And it's reported by thoſe 
| which have ſearched the Records of S*. Denys Church in 
| France, there remain two Charters, the"one of one Offa, | 
che other of one Edgar, with Seals annext ; the one of which 
[ have ſeen caſt off in Lead , and 1s about the breadth of a 
Shilling thick, and having a face on the one fide. Likewiſe 
amongſt the Chart Antique, divers being reckoned cum Si- 
zillo, others ſine Sigillo ; one 1s enum Sigillo of King Cnout, nei- 
ther is there any colour of doubt but that'the Confeſſor had his 
Seal, for the Print yet remains in part to be ſeen. But not- 
withſtanding theſe fingular examples of Kings Sealing in the 
Saxons times , it's moſt certain it was not a thing common 
then ; neither could any in the Chancellorſhip be denomina- 
ted from Keeping the Seal, nor in any other Office, Cy- 
riofity in ſome particular occaſion ſwayed more 1n it, thanany 
Cuſtom ; Although we admit thole before mentioned for | Inthe Regj.

that age. Bur alchough both Records and Story thus 
make KR. de Newill Lord Keeper from King Fohn unto 
H. 3: yet had not he any Patent of either Chancellor- 
ſhip or Keeperſhip till :r H. 3. where both a Patent of 
the Keeping of the Seal for life , either by himſelf or 
Deputy , and another of the Chancellorſhip of England 
toto tempore wite ſux, were made to him, both bearing 
the ſame Date. £ 

Yet after this alſo , through divers oppoſitions in State 
againſt the goodneſs and Noble Carriage of this Ralf de: 
Newill, the Seal was after unjuſtly taken from him, and re- 
ſtored again as his former right, And in 20H. 3. the King 
would have had it from him, Sed idews Cancellarins 
( faith the Monk ) boc facere renuit , widens impctum Re- 
gs modeſiie fines excedentem;, dixitque ſe nulla ratione boc 


e_ |facere poſſe, cum illud communi conſfilio Regni ſuſcepiſſet. 
| Quapropter nec illud ſumiliter ſine communi aſſenſu Regni 


alicut reſignaret : Yet in 22 H. 3. the King violently 
took it from him, and committed it to one Godfrey a 
Templar, and 
layes the Story ) ad Cancellarium ſpeciantibus , Epiſcopo 
quaſe Cancellario, redditis & aſſignatis. Afterward one Si- 
man Norman a Lawyer had it : and from him it was ta-. 
ken, and committed to Richard Abbot of Eveſham, who 
kept 1t three years, and then reſigned it in 26 H. 3. The 
Chancellor and Keeper ( of right ) Newill was afterward 
reconciled to the King, and dyed 28 H. 3. 

In the Ads of Parliament of which year, one is, That 
the Keeper of the Seal ſhould be alwayes the Chancel- 
lor, and that all things ſealed otherwiſe ſhould be voyd. 
The words are, $87 aliqua interveniente occaſione Dominnus 
Rex abSdulerit Sigillum ſuum a Cancellario, quicquid fuerit 
interim ſugillatum, irritum habeatur (- inane, Deinde C an- 
cellario fiat reStitutio. And it appears otherwiſe that they 
alwayes took it unjuſtly done , if the Chancellorſhip and 
Keeperſhip were not in one : By Reaſon whercof, before 
that, in a Charter of King Fohxn's yet extant in ſome 
hands , of the Moderation of the Fees of the Seal , no 
perion is ſpoken of but the Chancellor and his under

According to that the Chancellorſhip and Keeperſhip 
were joyned in all the Chance]lors under Henry the 3 
and Edward the x. moſt of which being made Biſhops, 
reſigned their Seal and Office, although afterward under 
the ſucceeding Kings ſometimes the Seal was committed 
to others hands upon ſome requiring occafions ; and ſome 
Lord Keepers were created in Jater times before Sir 
Nicholas Bacon , in whoſe time that Statute of 5 Eliz, | 
was made.
